What Bussian Naval and Army 
Officers lliliik ofllie Silua- 
tion. 

New York, April 25. — A :St. Peters 
bury cable to the Herald .says: In spite 
of the jnieitic assurances of the Uuh- 
sian foreign otliec, the greatest activity 
prevails in tbe army anil navy. Yester- 
day the Grand Duke Alexis, hiyli ad- 
miral of Russia, asked the Czar, in the 
event of war, to place him in command 
of the Baltic fleet. Your correspondent 
has just visited the Croustadt navy 
yards, near tit. Petersburg. At least 
10,000 workmen are working day and 
night by the electric light putting the 
fleet on a war footing. Two ironclads, 
the Admiral NakihinofT and (he Alex- 
ander J J., each of which is n match for 
the British vessels of the Devastation 
class, will be ready for sea early this 
summer. They are over t'UOO tons, of 
fourteen-inch armor, and each will 
carry fourteen guns of twelve and nine- 
inch calibre. The Baltic licet now con- 
sists of 215 vessels, of which thirty- 
three are ironclads and 109 torpedo 
boats, ready for active service in ten 
days. 

All the Russian naval otlioera at 
Cronstadt look foward with the great- 
est delight to a brush with England. 
A well-known Russian admiral said: 
"If England '.ri.'s lo blockade the Hal- 
tic we shall come out and light her in 
open sea. Our navy is now in splendid 
lighting trim. We have (he greatest 
confidence in our torpedo boats." 

"At what point in the Baltic would 
the naval action most likely be fought?" 

The admiral responded by pulling a 
figured chart from his bookcase "Here, 
midway between Stockholm anil the 
Island of Dago." 

A MILITARY VIEW. 

A leading general of the Russian 
armv, who will be one of the first to 
receive a prominent fighting command 
in the event of war, in reply to a ques- 
tion as to tbe prospect of peace or war, 
said: "Every one at the war office is al 
most certain that it will be war and I 
share that belief. Although not fully 
appreciating the enormous proportions 
which the atrug«le is bound to assume, 
of course there are lots of youngsters 
in the army who want war on general 
principles, and wholhavebeen persistent- 
ly predicting it, partly in the hope that 
the prediction would help to bring 
about a realization. But old chaps like 
myself are now almost unanimously 
convinced that nothing but a degree of 
self-humiliation which is nut Lo be ex- 
pected from either power can now avert 
war even for a year." 

A POOR OUTLOOK FOR [IE HAT. 

"How is the war likely to begin/ 
Will it be by British troops defending 
Herat against a Russian attack'/" 

"No, it is a general error, which 
you will do a public service by correct- 
ing, to suppose it is now possible for 
either Afghans or British to prevent 
the Russians from capturing Herat. 
The time when that should have been 
thought of was at least as long ago as 
last spring, When Russia captured 
Merv. But at that time (iener:tl lira 
bam was thrashing OeUiiau Digma back 
of Suakem and the eyes of all England 
•were turned toward the Soudan. Now 
it is too late." 

"Then von believe that the Russians 
will capture 1 lerat?" 

"Undoubtedly that isohviously Kam- 
arotl's next step. The Russians will 
seize Herat and probably remain there 
awhile, knowing that, the Itritish will 
be unable to march to its attack 
through Afghanistan." 

'•In that case would the field of ac- 
tion be removed from the Afghan 
frontier]" 

"Yes, temporarily. At nil events 
the first shot of the war will be fired 
in'Europe." 

"What do you think of the sugges- 
tion that Turkey may close the entrance 
totho Black sea and Denmark tbe 
entrance to the Baltic against English 
vessels?" 

"I think it is bosh. Neither country 
has the ability, and f believe neither 
has the wish to close its water-ways 
against such ironclads as'we could send 
through them."

IS'kw York, April 2(5. -The Sun's 
London cablegram says: Despite his

Russia's preparations. 
It is exceedingly difficult to obtain 
news from Russia respecting the war 
preparations going on there, owing to 
the stringent orders ie.gulat.ing admis- 
sion to the various arsenals, dock yards, 
etc., and the extreme caution taken to 
prevent the outside public from obtain- 
ing a knowledge of what is going on at 
the government workshops, tireat care 
is even exercised in the selection of 
workmen, and a spy system prevails to 
prevent their giving any in formation. 
Judging from the large force of men 
employed day and tiii;lii in the arsenals 
and shipyards at Nicholuiett", Sebasto- 
pol and other naval stations, the pre- 
parations for war must b • enormous. 
It has been learned on good authority 
that by the end of April the Russian 
authorities will have at least lifty-lhree 
lirst class men-of-war, al! ar mor-|ilated, 
six being heavy ironclads, after I he 
plan of Peter the tireat, and 100 
torpedo boats and nuns ready at Cron- 
stadt for immediate servic. 

A SUMMARY OK THE SITUATION. 
The ice is out ot the Volga and 
breaking in the Uaitic; the ports in the 
latter sea have been laid with torpedo- 
es during the past fortnight; officers 

OUt of the COUlliry have been recalled 

to report at their ships or regiments; 
generals have been sent to the front in 
Finland, Robin I, the Crimea and Turk- 
estan. The army is on a war fooling 
and Russia is ready fur a light. Tbe 
news of next week may be that the 
Muscovite army is in Herat, intrench- 
mi,' against *»n Indian invasion, and 
that the Knglish licet, is in tin' Baltic 
and at the Dardanelles.

— The Marquis of Salis- 
bury, replying to an address from 7,000 
conservatives of Wales to-day, said the 
cabinet's helpless instability of purpose 
condemns their enterprises to u disastrous 
end. They hail compromised England's 
good name. England, he said, speaks with 
little authority. Her protests will carry 
little Weight as long as the men who repre- 
sent her are discredited owing to repeated 
failures, 

London, April 19.— At the Primrose day 
banquet last night Lord Chun-hill in the 
course of a speech dhulcd to the difficulty 
nf Kngland's task in attempting to govern 
India. Until the malignant and insidious 
advance of ltussia has been permanently 
arrested, ho said, it is foolish to hope for 
real social progress In India whose princes 
and people only remain loyal while England 
fulfills her pledges. The question lias 
reached an acute crisis. If the present de- 
bates with Russia have shown a failure on 
our part to oppose once for all her hostile 
designs our rule in India will receive a mor- 
tal blow, the deadly decrepitude which fell 
on the old Hindoo and Mogul empires will 
fall on England and the annihilation of our 
power will be only a question of time. A 
toast to the memory of Beacoustield was 
drunk in solemn silence. 



.Naval. 

Norfolk, Va., April "20. — The Russian 
corvette Stritax, Capt. N. Skegdloff, ISO 
men, four days out from Havana, arrived 
at the naval anchorage this evening, and 
was followed in about an hour's time by 
the British man-of-war Gurnet, Capt. 
Pryhard, from Vera Cruz, with 250 men 
and 12 guns. The Garnet came to 
anchorage about a quarter of a mile be- 
low the bitritax. Both vessels wore sa 
luted by the receiving ship Now Hamp- 
shire, lying at the navy yard. 

Orders have been received at Shoornoas 
directing some extensive alterations to bo 
made in the armament of Her Majesty's 
steel corvette Comus, 1-1 guns, -,ii80 tons, 
2,450 horse power, attached to the Med- 
way Steam Reserve, to enable her to be 
equipped with an armament of the now 
6 inch steel breechloading guns in the 
placo of the muzzle -loading guns, in uso 
nu her first commission. The forward 
and stern guns are to be mounted nil 
Bponson ports with tho Vavasseur fittings, 
similar to those adopted on Her Majesty's 
ship Calliope, recently built at Ports- 
mouth. Tbe Comus is the first of the six 
steel corvettes of tho "0" class built by 
Messrs. Elder & Co., of Glasgow, in 
LS78, and her sistor ships, which are at 
present all serving on foreign stations, 
w ill be altered in a similar maimer on 
their return to this country, so as to make 
them as powerful as the vessels of the 
Comus type which have been recently 
constructed .

IS INDIA LOYAL/ 

Tho loyalty of llie Mahoniodans of In- 
dia has oftun been questioned, and Rus- 
sian writers yu so far as to disbelieve in it 
altogether. The Russian author of an 
elaborate plan for the invasion of India 
bases the chances of suecesH on a simul- 
taneous rising against the present govern- 
ment of this country, and the Mahome- 
dana are to be in the front of tho rebel- 
lion. In tho Bombay presidency there is 
the strongest evidence that this Russian 
theory is without the slightest foundation 
in fact The most important deputation 
that greeted Lord Dutferin on his arrival 
was from the Mahoinedan community, 
and the same section lias bid the wannest 
farewell to Sir J unit's Ferguson, tho re- 
tiring governor of Bombay. In both »d 
dresses the greatest loyalty is shown to tho 
British rule, and hearty gratitude takes the 
place of the "cold acquiescence" with 
which the MahomedailS are charged. All 
this loyal talk may, of course, bo lip hom- 
age. The distrustful stoutly maintain that 
it is nothing more. The MuhotiiedanH, 
they say, are always a restless, discontented 
element in the body politic, evr holding 
tho English as the usurpers of their ancient 
empire. Such distrust is very hard to dis- 
sipate, facts alone succeding in convincing 
sceptics on a puint of such importance. 
The lirst fact is that the whole of the na- 
tive press of India, Mahoinedan as much 
as Hindoo, has now ceased to attack the 
government and steadily supports the rule 
of England, and persistently extoln it as 
compared to that of Russia. Tho im- 
portance of the native press is hardly 
realized in England. There are 134 news- 
papers published in this presidency alone. 
Every town has its organ now. Tho na- 
tive journalists of the Madras presidency 
have publicly met and unanimously agreed 
to use no language that could at all in- 
jure the British government at this junc- 
ture. Such a move on tho pari of a press 
which in its freedom sometimes oversteps 
the point whore liberty degenerates into 
licence is very significant. Tho second 
fact is that tho leading Mahoinedan state, 
Hyderabad, the Nizam's territory, has 
offered a contingent for tho Soudan war, 
and the Nizam will attend with a goodly 
show of troops at the great durbar and 
military demonstration to beheld immed- 
iately on the Punjab frontier. Tho third 
fact ia contained in a signed letter pub- 
lished in the Bombay Gazette, one of the 
two leading papers in tho west of India. 
The letter is written by one of tho load- 
ing Mahoniodans of India, Mr. Mehdi 
Ali, the political and financial secre- 
tary of the Nizam's government. It may 
be considered at this crisis as a manifesto 
of Mahoinedan opinion in India, and it is 
not only brimming over with loyalty but 
it also contains a most telling statement 
of the benefits ot English rule as com- 
pared to any other possible government 
in India, ftlr. Mehdi Ali says: 

"Those persons who call tho whole of 
India disloyal are good enough to say that 
the Mahoinedaus of India are most dis- 
loyal. This I deny; tho Mahoniodans 
havo roftson to be very loyal and grateful. 
When tho British began to interfere in 
Indian politics the Mahoinedan power 
was broken, and it is the English who 
probably saved Mahomedans from exter- 
mination by .Sikhs or Mahrattas. Since 
then no opportunity has been neglected to 
promoto our interests. Special advan- 
tages have been given to the employment 
of Mahomedans, and special steps have 
been taken to encourage their education. 
England is in reality the head of the tirst 
Mahomedan nation in the world, but her 
previous policy of support to Turkey en- 
titles her to tho respect of all good Ma- 
horuedaiis. To Lord Dutferin in particu- 
lar at tho present time we look with 
confidence for a continuance of that 
Dolicy. Be knows the Turks and Turkey 
well, and since the days of the great 
'Elchi' he has douo more than any other 
man to uphold tho dignity of the English 
name in Mahoinedan countries. By his 
own words m Bombay he has shown him- 
self a friend to us, and in return we look 
upon him as a friend. 

"We have read Russian denunciations 
of England; wo see lhat she ia under the 
impression that once in India she will be 
welcomed by eveiy Native State, and we 
have oven seen the programme of a cam- 
paign m India, published in Russian 
papers, in which We are told that Russia's 
policy is to strike a blow against England 
in India in order eventually to get Con 
Btantinopie. The advance of Russia is oo 
longer a 'scare' ur 'bugbear,' but an actual 
fact. 

"And what is the effect of this advance 
upon the NatUe States and peoples of 
India/ Do we look upoli Russia as a lib- 
erator! No! most emphatically no! Rus- 
sian rulo means not only imperialism, hot 
despotism; Russian rule means corruption 
of justice, tho stifling of public opinion, 
tyranny and oppression uf a bureaucracy, 
and survile Courts of justice. Russia may 
introduce comparative civilization in 
Khiva or Bukhara. In such coun- 
tries her rule may moan progress ; 
in India it would mean retrogression. 

"But, say the Russian theorists, India is 
sighing under the yoke of an alien con- 
queror, and will welcome us as deliverers. 
Ib this trueV Again I say, No! At what 
stage of the wot Id's history has there been 
a free and united India? Was it when the 
Aryans poured in crowds over the Hindoo 
Koosh, settled in the fertile valley of the 
Gauges, spread towards the south, and made 
Bubjeet every aboriginal race that came 
across their path v Was it when every Hin- 
doo kingdom was fighting against the other? 
"Was it when the Mahomedan armies under 
tho Caliph's generals subdued the north? 
Was it when there wero at least a dozen in- 
dependent Mahomedan kingdoms, with as 
many Hindoo Rajs? Was it when the 
Afghans tcok Delhi, or when the Tartars 
founded a dynasty; and, finally, was it free 
and united when the Mogul Aurugzobo sub- 
dued every prince, whether Hindoo or Ma- 
homedan, from Peshawur to Cape Comorin, 
or after Aurungebo'a death, when the Mo- 
gul empire fell to pieces? Was India free 
and united when ravaged by the hordes of 
Gholaui Khader, of the Mahratta Teisbwas, 
and of Nadir Shah? Again, No! India has 
never been free until the British appeared 
on tho scene, and she did not know what 
peace meaut until she heard of tho 1'ax 
liritannica. 

"In order to put an army of 100,000 
men on this Hide of the Kyber Bass, or at 
Quetta, Russia would, we are told, re- 
quire an army of at least half a million 
nion to keep her communications open. 
This ia, of course, supposing that she has 
only to deal with England. But if Tur- 
key and Persia, who aro hereditary 
enemies of Russia, woro also called in, 
sho would probably require an army of 
threo tinios the number. It seems that 
the liberals will have nothing to do with 



Turkey, but this I think is a mistake. 
Turkey has more to fear than England in 
India. Each blow struck at India, as 
Scobololf frankly told us, is meant to bring 
Russia a stop nearer the Bosphorus. Had 
England helped Turkey more in 187t> it 
is probable that tho Russians would not 
now be so near Herat. Hut, after all, 
this is a matter of secondary consideration. 
If England cannot hold India against 
Russia without tho aid of Turkey or any 
other power, she can scarcely hope that 
her rule will bo a lasting one. Let us 
oven suppose that Russia is able to plant 
an army of 100,000 men at Peshawur, or 
at Quetta. Is an army of this size, or ot 
ovon double the number, to conquer 
India} There aro in Hindostan 180,000 
British and native troops, and at least 
2o0,000 troops belonging lo native states, 
and yet we learn that it is uitii difficulty 
that we could send 50,000 men to 
tho front. Why is this/ Because 
not only will you not make use of 
tho armies of tho native prince, but, as 
they are lying idle, you may have to keep 
two-thirds of your army m garrison to 
keep them in check. Our armies are now 
useless for purposes of imperial defence, 
because they are badly armed, officered 
and disciplined. Why should you not 
take them in hand / Fix the number of 
soldiers to bo maintained by each state, 
give them good arms, lend them your 
own oQicors, and give tliem the same 
supervision as your own troops. During 
peace these armies might remain in the 
states in which they were raised, but in 
war each prince would gladly send out 
his army, headed by one of his own 
relatives as a general, to serve under the 
orders of tho English commander-in- 
chief." 

RUSSIAN HAIL IV A VS. 

In tho construction of railways Russia 
has made tremendous strides since the 
Crimean war. Sho has now about twenty 
thousand miles of railway in operation, 
including trunk lines crossing the vast ex 
pause of her empire in Europe from north 
to south and from east to west, besides 
extending into Siberia. We are ni"si 
concerned now with those lines extending 
southward from St. Petersburg and Mos - 
cow to tho Black Sea. From Moscow 
thoro aro two great trunk lines extending 
southward, one to Sebastopol in the 
Crimea, the other to Taganrog on the Sea 
of Azof. A third lino extends sotitheast- 
wardly to the Volga, and down its valley 
to tho Caspian Sea. The latter is now 
littlo more than a vast Russian Lake, 700 
miles in length, on whoso waters a power- 
ful naval armament is afloat. Another 
railway connects the Black Sea with the 
Caspian. This was completed in l«sa 
Simultaneously with tho const ruction of 
tho latter a railway was pushed forward 
from the southeast shore of the Caspian, 
1-12 miles toward Khiva, and this has since 
been rapidly extended to give facilities for 
conveying Russian troops to the now dis- 
puted territory. The Russian railways 
are mainly owned by companies subsidised 
by the government, though a portion of 
them is owned by tho government itself. 
Of the entire capital stock of all the mil- 
ways over 48 per cent, is held by the 
government. In the aggregate the gross 
receipts of Russian railways far exceeds 
the working expenses, the former being 
in 1881, 105, 175,003 roubles, and tho latter 
140,1-11,030 roubles, leaving tho net re 
ceipts for the year 65,034,068 roubles. 
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THE MEETING. 



Thursday's meeting lias bud an excellent 
effect. It has stirred the latent loyalty of 
tho inhabitants into activity and will be the 
means of inducing many persons who have 
hitherto stood aloof to enter the ranks as 
their country's defenders. Somo excellent 
speeches wero made and many wholesome 
truths littered which did one good to hear. 
(Jnpt. Alitigton, who has seen war, drew an 
eloquent and dismal pictureof its horrors. 
Everyone must hope that so great a calamity 
will be averted by the diplomats who have 
charge of the grave negotiations; but should 
tho dogs of war bo let slip, the voire and 
spirit of the public meeting show that Her 
Majesty's government will not have occasion 
to issue a second summons. Every abb- 
bodied man will spring to arms at the tirst 
alarm, prepared to risk his life in upholding 
the integrity of the empire. I!. ■mute its 
this "Victoria of ours" is from the centre 
of government and tho s.-iit of trouble, Un- 
people are prepared to move with a common 
impulse in defence of tho honor of Mother- 
land.

Chicago, April 150. — The Louisville 
express on the Louisville and Nashvillt ev 
Chicago Railroad, due hero at three o'clock 
this morning, was stopped near H.trruds- 
burg, Indiana, shortly bef>-ru midnight by 
a band of masked robbers The latter 
were on horseback, and compelled the en- 
gi leer and fireman to leave their engine. 
Entering tho express car, the .American 
express messenger was covered with re- 
volvers, and refusing to unlock the safe, 
was shot dead. Tho safe wis broken open 
but was found to contain only $400. The 
scone of the robbery is ani'diy hills and 
stouo quarries, and tho region is thinly 
eettlod. 

Louthvillk (Ky.), April 130. -The 
American express officials are unable to 
say how much money was in the safe rub- 
bed last night, but think there is not 
much hist. As near as can be arrived at 
Davis had only about £400 in his care 
when he left this city last night.

Cornet lived in apart- 
ments on the Ruo do Seze, and on Friday 
morning, when her maid went to call lier, 
Bho found tho lady in bed with her throat 
cut, and nil her jewels and other valuables 
missing. Suspicion at once fell upon 
Alexandre Michel, her footman, who was 
only recontly hired, and he was promptly 
arrested. The detoctives who have charge 
of tho caso are confident they can bring 
tho murder home to him, nnd through him 
arrest the other melnbers of tho gang.

AUSTRALIA. 
Mki.uoUUNE, May I. — Incessant, exer- 
tions aro btii n g made to place the oniony 
of Victoria in a state uf security against 
attacks by Russian cruisers in case of war.

The military 
and n it v a 1 preparations are in a high slate 
of efliciency. Large meetings have been 
held, at which there were demonstrations 
of loyalty of the colony to the British 
government. A feeling of confidence 
prevails on the part, of Melbourne. It is 
considered In be impregnable. New rules 
have been issued regulating the lights in 
lighthouses and piloting of incoming 
vessels. 

ENGLAND. 
London, May'-' Tho Daily News this 
morning says. A special messenger has 
left St. Petersburg and will arrive in Lon 
dou Monday or Tuesday, bringing the 
Russian answer which will probably be 
the formal acceptance of the English pro- 
posals. The Czar has intimated to Kng 
land through Karon de Staal that be 
earnestly desires peaco. If a proposal to 
arbitrate the ijUsst!-.-!! of disregard on the 
part of Russia of tho convention of March 
17th is accepted, a joint commissioner 
will proceed to deliminate tho frontier of 
Afghanistan without waiting for the de- 
cision of the arbitration, a satisfactory 
basis of delimitation having been agreed 
upon before the I'enjdeh affair.

our own ludi ins The. church missionary 
Bociety, Bishop Hills, and clergy of Brit 
ish Columbia, United States officials and 
missionaries, admirals and captains of Hor 
Majesty's Navy, one governor general, 
several colonial governors, and numerous 
other persons have from tune to time 
borne willing and cheerful testimony to 
the worked christianizing and civilizing 
carried on at Mellakahtla where the In- 
dians are educated and ins; ructed in the 
various branches of mechanics and skilled 
lab ,r.

materials; lumber and iron have never 
been so low as they now are, and this 
state of trade has been taken advantage 
of for the erection of hundreds of the 
best class of houses, both for rent, and 
for tho individual use of builders. The 
western portion of the city has, of course, 
received the bulk of tin- building, and 
from Valencia street to Union, Pacific, 
and to the very slope toward the bay, 
there is hardly a street but h is hail its 
new blocks of houses added. In the 
lower part of town tho 

$-100,000 BRICK UI'lMUNll 

being erected by Murphy, Grant & Co., 
on the corner of Market and Jones 
streets, attracts much al tent ion. Il is 
four stories in height, and has somewhat 
tho same appearance as the I laid win 
Hotel, owing, probably, to the aupola 
elevations at the corner The 1 hid Fel- 
lows' Hall now building loom up at the 
corner of Market and Seventh, is an im- 
mense brick structure, and will present 
au imposing appearance when finished. Il 
is to cost S350,000, and the architects are 
Wright it Saunders, formerly of Vie 
toria, who tire also building the new I '111011 
Club and the Pioneers' building. The 
"Alcasar," just finished, on OKarrell 
street, is an imitation of the .Moorish 
stylo in architecture and coloring. It has 
been built by De Young, of the Chronicle, 
and the Olympic Club is to occupy the 
three upper stories. The society of 
Pioneers iH erecting a brick and stone 
building on Fourth street, near Market 
Another remarkably fine building is that 
going up on the north side of M irket, 
just below Montgomery. Uobart is build- 
ing it regardless of expense. These are 
the most prominent now 111 course of erec- 
tion; but there are others of less import 
ance. It would not do to pass on without 
mentioning the palatial stone residence 
going up on California street for James 
Flood. The brown slone of which it is 
built is well known in the east., but is an 
innovation in San Francisco residences.

is generally conceded to be picking up. 
To tho ordinary observer anything but 
dullness in trade is suggested by the ap- 
pearance of the ony. The roar and bustle 
increase year by year, and the prosperity 
of established firms is unabated. One of 
the healthful signs of San Francisco's 
business are the numerous thriving up- 
town stores or rather colonies of stores, 
for they aro found clustered together in 
various parts of town. Allowing that the 
actual business quarter extends up to Mar 
ket and Sixth— though it has crept up In 
Seventh now- a rider 111 the st reet cars 
will notice that tho stores gradually give 
place to residence property, which im- 
proves in appearance out Valencia Btreot 



till Sixteenth is reached. Here is found 
a collection of "thread and needle shops," 
accommodating places, where tho neigh- 
bors make numerous small purchases, 
which relieve them from the necessity of 
taking a long drive down town. Farther 
out, in "the Mission," Twenty-sixth street 
is put-to the seme purpose. On the other 
side of town, commonly designated the 
"western addition," Larkiu and Polk 
streets form a thriving little business 
town of themselves, the stores being of 
quite a superior class. Eight blocks 
further out, Fillmore street presents tho 
same appearanse on a smaller scale . In 
these little settlements are to be found the 
dry ,;,„„!« atore, Hi- milliner, the car- 
penter, the blacksmith, the druggist— in 
short, an array of shops such as would 
sutlico a town of several thousand inhab- 
itants, showing the inexhaustible needs 
of a great city.

A gratifying feature of tho ex- 
hibit.ion is the attention given to native 
scenery. " The Suisun Marches," and :

Williams. "Sierra Domes," " Bed woods at 
Fort Ross," and numerous other views of | 
the varied scenery of tho coast and in- 
terior of California give evidence that ! 
local artists appreciate their advantages. 
Of the painters of flowers, Misses Nellie 
Uopps, Nellie Burrell and Alice Chitten- 
den are acknowledged leaders, and each 
is represented by several canvases at the 
exhibition. Among the water colors and 
pastels tho most noticeable are those of 
Mrs. Virgil Williams, Mine, de L'Att- 
biniore (who, with her husband, is a re- 
oent acquisition to San Francisco's art 
circle), Aliases McChesuey and Pauline 
Granjian and Mrs. Grosvenor.

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THE ROTHSCHILDS. 

Anecdotes Relating to Traits 
and Dealings ot this Wond- 
erful Family. 

The recent princely y i ft, by one of 
New York's wealthiest citizens to his 
daughter on her bridal day, recalls a 
somewhat similar fact, but accompanied 
by oven more interesting circumstan- 
ces, on the occasion of a marriage in 
the Rothschild family, or families, the 
nuptial parties in this case being faith 
ful to the patronymic tradition and ex- 
pectation of intermarriage. 

This was some twenty-five or thirty 
years aco, when Misa Leonora .Roths- 
child of London, daughter of Baron 
Lionel Rothschild, gave her band to 
AlphonBO, son of Baron James Roths- 
child of Paris, the betrothed being 
cousins. All the preparations were on 
a scale of magnificence comporting with 
the position of the wealthiest family in 
the world, and the gifts from friends 
ranged all the way from tenpeany pin- 
cusbions, from Jewish charity pupils who 
were made comfortable by the endow- 
ments of the bride's family, up to a set 
of jewels valued at $150,000. Bui 
strangest among all the gifts as describ- 
ed, was a fat, rather dirty, strong plain 
envelope, with broken seal, and ad- 
dressed to ".Madame la Baronne Al- 
phonse do Rothschild." 

"What might this contain?" said the 
bridesmaids, hustling each other excit- 
edly; and thereon hung a tale. As the 
story went, this marriage was the do- 
ing of Anselm Rothschild, who loved 
his fair young niece Leonora as though 
she had been his own child, and be it 
was who repressed the somewhat va- 
grant tendencies of Alphouso, and forc- 
ed him, by a gentle pressure, to carry 
out the family policy of intermarriage. 
So this point being carried, curiosity 
was awakened among the kindred as to 
liow "Uncle Anselm" would testify his 
joy. L)ny after day it leaked out that 
such au uncle had ordered this, and 
such an aunt intended to give that — 
but what the particular uncle in ques- 
tion was to give, no living soul could 
divine; even when the day came, and 
strong-backed porters arrived deeply 
laden with the treasures of this world, 
and the present-room was duly set out 
with gorgeous gifts, no word came from 
Baron Anselm, and a dreadful-suspicion 
came over the minds of the family that 
he was going to disgrace himself by 
giving nothing. At the very last 
moment, when the old man had de- 
pseciated himself immensely in credit 
with the female members of thr family, 
the sound went forth that be was coin- 
ing. There was a strange mixture of 
twinkle in his eye and of quivering 
about the corners of his lips, as he ap- 
proached his prt and kissed her. 

"Here Leonora," said the old baron, 
"here is a letter for you," and he hand- 
ed her a fat envelope and sidled 
away. 

"A letter, uncle, for me?" 

"Yes," said the obi man, with a stop- 
age in the throat, "n letter — good ad- 
vice." And be disappeared. Of course 
there was a rush to onen the letter. It 
contained bank bills for live millions of 
dollars. This was the banker's pre- 
sent. 

It would not appear from the history 
of the Rothschilds that t hi; social and 
physiological disadvantages, as well as 
mental degeneracy, commonly supposed 
to follow matrimonial alliances among 
kindred, had been realized in their ex 
perience — the choice of companions, on 
either side, having usually been both 
creditable and fortunatd. The race of 
women has been no less honorable in 
fact than illustrious as a matter of 
fame. In London the widow of Baron 
Nathan was held in esteem, on account 
of her abundant charities; her sister, the 
laily of Sir Moses Montefiore, was not 
less popularly known as a suitable 
helpmate for her philanthropic partner; 
and the same may be said of the sister 
of Baron Nathan, widow of the brother 
of Sir Moses Montefiore. 

But there is another woman of this 
remarkable family, whose virtues have 
always been matter of special praise. 
This is the widow, now dead, of the 
great banker of Frankfort, the mother 
of the five brothers, and grandmother 
of|tho.-e flourishing men whose financial 
fame, the world over, has never been 
exceeded. Her simple habits never 
changed. In the Jews' Btreet at Frank- 
fort, might have been seen, in her 
earlier and later days, this honored 
lady's dwelling, a bouse of small ex- 
terior, distinguished from others in the 
vicinity by a certain attractive neat- 
ness*, giving it an appearance singular- 
ly fresh and cheery. The brass on the 
door was polished, the curtains at the 
window were as white as snow, and 
the staircase-an unusual thing in the 
damp atmosphere of that dirty quarter 
of the city- was always dry and shin- 
ing. The traveler who from curiosity 
visited this street-a true specimen of 
the times when the Jews of Frankfort, 
subjected to the most intolerable vexa- 
tions, were restricted to this inferior 
quarter— was disposed to stop before 
the neat and simple hotisn, and perhaps 
ask, "Who is that venerable old ladv, 
seated in a large arm-chair, behind the 
little shining squares of the window of 
the first story?" To which question 
any citizen of Frankfort would have re- 
plied, "In that house dwelt an Israelite 
merchant named Meyer Anselm Roths- 
child; he there acquired a good name, a 
great fortune and a numerous offspring 
and when he died the widow declared 
she would never quit, except for tin; 
tomb, that unpretending dwelling." 

It is worthy of mention that the 
pioneer in this great financial career 
commonly attributed his early success 
to a few simple business rules. Lie said 
of his first rule: "I combined three 
profits; J made the manufacturer my 
customer, and tin; one 1 bought of my 
customer-that is, I supplied the manu- 
facturer with raw inoterittl and dves, 
on - ach of which 1 made a profit, ai d 
took his manufactured goods, which I 
sold at an advance, thus combinding 
three profits." His second rule was to 



"Make a bargain at once—that is, an off- 
hand-mam" For a third rule he adopt- 
ed the practice of never having any- 
thing to do with an unlucky man or 
place, saying, "I have seen many clev- 
er men who had not shoes to their feet. 
I never act with them; their advice 
sounds well, but fate is against them — 
they cannot get on themselves, how can 
they be of any good to me?" His fourth 
rule was to be both cautious and bold, 
saying that required a great deal of one 
and the other of those qualities to makr 
a great fortune. 

Of the character for integrity main-' 
tained by this family, in their vast, and 
varied financial projects, there has been 
no question, from the standpoint of 
what is considered commercial honor 
and usage. But, todivale from the strict 
and aggressive assertion of their rights 
has never been a feature in their busi- 
ness methods. A notable instance of 
this happened in some of their earlier 
dealings with the Bank of England, 
which on a certain occasion committed 
the great disrespect of refusing to dis- 
count a bill of a large amount, drawn 
by Anselm Rothschild, Frankfort, on 
Nathan Rothschild of London. The 
bank had haughtily replied that "they 
discounted only their own bills, and 
those of private persons." When this was 
reported to Nathan Rothschild, he ex- 
claimed, "Private persons! [ will make 
these gentlemen see what sort of pri- 
vate persons we are!" Three weeks 
afterward. Mr. Rothschild — who had 
employed the interval in gathering all 
the £5-notes he could procure in Kng- 
land and on the Continent presented 
himself at the bank at the opening of 
the oflice. lie drew from his pocket- 
book a IT) note, and they naturally 
counted out five sovereigns, at, the same 
time looking quite astonished that a 
Rothschild should have personally 
troubled himself with such a trifle, lie 
examined, one by one, the coins, and 
put them into a little canvas hag; then 
drawing out another note, a third, a 
tenth, a hundredth, he never put the 
pieces of gold into the hag without 
scrupulously examining them, and in 
instances trying them in the balance, 
as, he said, "the law gave him the 
right to do." The first pocket-book be- 
ing emptied and the first bag full, he 
passed them to his clerk and received 
a second, and thus continued till the 
close of the bank, lie employed seven 
hours to cl lange j£^il,000; but, as he 
had also nine employes of bis house 
similarly engaged, it resulted that 
.£210,000 was drawn in gold from the 
bank, and that he bud so occupied the 
tellers that no other person could 
change a simile note. Much amusement 
was occasioned in the bank that day by 
Rothschild's pique; they, however, 
laughed less when they saw him re- 
turn early the next day, flanked by 
his nine clerks and followed by various 
drays, destined to carry away the 
specie. They laughed no longer when 
the kin;; of bankers said, with ironic 
simplicity, "These gentlemen refuse to 
pay my bills; I have sworn not, to keep 
theirs. 1 notify them that I have 
enough to employ them for two 
months." The bank took alarm. There 
was something to be done. The next, 
morning notice appeared, that hence- 
forth the bank would pay Rothschild's 
bills the same as thcirown. — Boston 
Traveller.

1. Section '_' of "Tho By-Law for Pro- 
hi'oitin;; the Erection of Wooden Build- 

IllfJ-s, io7t), AluejllUilieiit liy-Law loeu" io 

horohy repealed, and in lieu thoruof tho 
following substituted : 

"2 That portion of tho City of Vic- 
toria which is contained within tho limits 
hereinafter described, namely — commenc- 
ing at the northwest corner of lot 1'27, 
thence running easterly alone; tho north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Storu 
street, thence easterly across IStoro atreot 
in a straight lino to tho contro of Fis-

j and shall be recoverable with costs in a 
summary maimer before the Police Mag- 
I istrateor any i iher Justice of the Peace 
. having jurisdiction within tho said city. 

5. In tins Bylaw tho word "building" 
j shall not apply to any shed within tho 
curtilage of another building and used 
exclusively for the storage of fuel for con- 
sumption in such other building, Bticli 
shed not exceeding ten feet by twelve 
feet in superficial linear measure and tun 
feet in height, nor shall it apply to any 
shed erected or to be erected wholly on or 
over the tvoixten piles of a wharf on the 
water front; hut noshed shall hereafter 
he erected on any wharf within the said 
fire limits otln-r than with roofing of in- 
combust ible material. 

(i The quantity of hay or straw or hay 
and straw perm it t- ti to be stored or kept 
for sale or us" in any building within the 
lire limits shall not exceed the following,

4. Tho said By-Law is hereby further 
amended by inserting therein *.ho follow- 
ing clause as section (i and by striking Out 
the figure li anil substituting the figure 7 
at the commencement of the section now 
numbered " li " Every permission to re- 
move any building as aforesaid shall state 
the number of days within which such 
removal is to be effected; and every per- 
son to whom such permission shall have 
been grunted who shall fail to complete 
the removal therein sanctioned within the 
time therein limited therefor shall forfeit 
and pay to I he Treasurer of tho said Cor- 
poration the sum of §10 for each and 
every day or portion of a day that he shall 
be in default in tlio premises, and in 
every such case it shall bo lawful for the

incurred foi the breach of a By-Law.
